If you’ve ever thought back to a bygone era as if it were another land 
where the streets were cleaner, the people friendlier, life was less of a 
rat race, and prices were lower; perhaps you weren’t mistaken. 

During the spring and summer of 1875, Montgomery Ward & Co. 
published “Catalogue No. 13” which advertised “a full line of dry 
goods — clothing, hats, caps, boots, shoes, etc., etc., At the Lowest 
Wholesale Prices.” 

In 1875, the going price for item 278 — Colored Marseilles Quilts, 
large and heavy — was $2.00 each. Item 341 — Towels, colored border 
— cost $1.00. Men’s White Shirts, made of fair bleached muslin cost 
$1.25 each and Men’s White Shirts, better made, and better muslin cost 
$1.50 each. Under hosiery, one can find 12 pairs Ladie’s White Cotton 
Hose for $1.00 and 12 pairs Men’s Brown Cotton half Hose for 600. Lotta 
Hoop Skirts, white, 20 springs, 5 tape cost 500. Men’s Congress 
Gaiters, good Calf cost $2.50 and Ladie’s Gaiters, cloth tops and 
leather foxed cost $2.00. 

Under the title Liquors, listed in the back of the catalog, a small 
article states, “To some the quotation of Liquors, in this Catalogue, 
may be objectionable. As an explanation we beg to state that we allow 
these quotations at the request of many of our customers and as a 
special accomodation to Mr. Lowe. 

“We shall not derive one cent profit from the sale of these goods, and 
do not wish to be at any loss for thus endeavoring to meet the demand 
of our friends.” 

The list beneath the article includes Bourban Whiskey 90 Proof 
selling for $1.70 per gallon; Rye Whiskey 90 Proof for $1.75 per gallon, 
and Jamaica Rum for $1.85 per gallon. 

Ah, the good old days! Will things ever be the same? 


700 OiQ Dealers Meet 
With U.S. Rep. Conte 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 
1973 — U.S. Rep. Silvio O. Conte, 
R-Mass., co-hosted a meeting for 
700 independent oil dealers from 
the Northeastern states in the 
Caucus Room of the Cannon 
House Office Building here. 

Chairing the meeting with 
Conte was Cong. Torbert H. 
Macdonald, D-Mass. 

According to Conte, under 
discussion was the “threat of a 
severe home heating oil crisis 
this winter. 

“These independent oil dealers 
from the New England states, 
New York. New Jersey and 


Pennsylvania are un¬ 
derstandably concerned about 
the present alarming situation,” 
Conte said, citing low stock levels 
of distillate heating oil, the im¬ 
pact of federal controls on the 
availability of No. 2 home heating 
oil, and the refusal of the Ad¬ 
ministration to impose a man¬ 
datory fuel allocation program. 
“We are planning a frank and 
free discussion of problems and 
solutions,” Conte said, noting 
that Congressmen from all of the 
states represented at the meeting 
by oil dealers we’re asked to 
attend and participate.

Boston 

Tea Party 


Two hundred years ago, a Tea 
Party in Boston Harbor helped 
usher in the American Revolu¬ 
tion. This December, as the first 
major event of America’s bicen¬ 
tennial celebration, the Mayor’s 
Office of the Boston Bicentennial 
is planning a commemorative 
weekend in honor of the 200th 
anniversary of the Boston Tea 
Party. 

According to Boston Mayor 
Kevin H. White, the most spec¬ 
tacular event of the weekend, 
December 14-16, will be a mimed 
re-enactment of the Tea Party 
aboard the Brig Beaver II, a 
replica of one of the three original 
Tea Party ships, currently being 
sailed from England. 

Other events include a Tea 
Party Ball, a Tea Party Tent 
Festival, an 18th century music 
concert; a Tea Party Forum, a 
special service at Boston’s Old 
South Church, an exchange of 
proclamations with other “Tea 
Party” cities (who followed Bos¬ 
ton’s lead in disposing of English 
tea), and dedication of the U.S. 
Custom House at Boston as an 
historic building. 

“A prime purpose in com¬ 
memorating the event,” said 
Mayor White, “is to remind 
people of the principles about 
government that were enormous¬ 
ly important to Bostonians of the 
18th century. Although times 
have changed, these same issues 
of the role of government and the 
rights of man still continue on to 
today.” 

The Tea Party Weekend is the 
first major event of Boston 200 
and the first commemorative 
event of Festival American, one 
of five major planning areas out¬ 
lined by the Office of the Boston 
Bicentennial. Festival American 
will include all commemorative, 
cultural and community celebra¬ 
tions during the bicentennial 
years — developed in cooperation 
with the Mayor’s Office of Cul¬ 
tural Affairs and Boston’s 
Metropolitan Cultural Alliance.

SPAN CENTER 
NAMES NEW DIRECTOR 


The Agawam Citizens 
Organization, Inc., upon the 
recommendation of the SPAN 
Board of Directors, has named 
Richard E. (Bucky) Jackson, 
MS, 10 Nonotuck Street, 
Florence, as Director of the 
SPAN Center. 

Jackson, 31, succeeds former 
director John M. Brown, Jr., who 
has taken the position of 
Program Development Specialist 
with the Drug Abuse Foundation 
of Pioneer Valley. 

Brown assumed his new 
position September 4, 1973. 
Brown has been director since 
the inception of SPAN Center as 
the first community mental 
health and counseling service in 
Agawam. 

SPAN Center, originally 
named the Agawam Community 
Counseling Center, was 
established by the Agawam 
Citizens Organization after 
nearly two years of preparation. 
Brown was hired in October of 
1971. Since that time he has been 
responsible for the development 
of the program to the current 
level of operation. 

Upon tendering his resignation 
to the Board of Directors of SPAN 
Center, the Board and Mr. Brown 
conducted an extensive search 
for his replacement through 
several news publications both 
locally and outside the area of 
Springfield, the placement of¬ 
fices of several local colleges 
were contacted. Nearly eighty 
formal resumes were received 
from candidates with master’s 
degrees. Approximately twenty- 
five interviews were conducted 
and the top candidates were then 
interviewed by Board of 
Directors for further con¬ 
sideration prior to the selection of 
Jackson. 

Jackson’s previous experience 
includes four years family and 
youth counseling as well as ad¬ 
ministrative duties in Nashville, 
Tenn., where, most recently, he 
was associated with the Nashville 
Drug Treatment and 
Rehabilitation Center. Bucky and 
his wife Annell moved to the area 
just three weeks ago. 

Recently the SPAN Center has 
received a $28,500.00 grant from 
the Drug Abuse Foundation. 
These funds will be used to ex¬ 
pand the services and meet the 
ever increasing client needs. The

staff at the center is composed of 
full time professionals qnd 
trained volunteers. Services are 
offered free of charge. 

Speaking about the future 
direction of SPAN, Jackson 
emphasized the importance of 
the center to continue serving the 
needs of the people _ of the 
Agawam community. To meet 
one of those needs, he pointed to 
the planned hiring of two more 
staff counselors to work par¬ 
ticularly with youth and in direct 
outreach contact. He also spoke 
of plans to relocate the facility in 
quarters more condusive to the 
needs of the clients served and 
the program expansion.

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Many Ways To Be 
Against Firearms 

By Bill Chiba 


At the beginning of the spring 
season, the Army Corps of 
Engineers publicized a user’s fee 
for the various conveniences 
afforded the public on federal 
impoundments. For example: if 
the area had a boat ramp, a fee 
was established for the use of the 
ramp; if there were picnic tables 
in the area, a fee was established 
for their use; and if camping was 
available, a fee was charged for 
the camp area. This raised the ire 
of the National Bass Assoc, and 
they went to work on the Army 
Corps. The areas managed by the 
Corps is public owned property 
purchased and maintained with 
public funds. The Bass Assoc, 
just could not swallow paying 
twice for conveniences con¬ 
structed by public money for the 
public to use. 

The organization made an 
appeal to sportsmen country 
wide and the results were just 
made known recently. NO FEES 
will be charged for the use of 
federal managed lands, ponds, 
and camping areas. This is the 
way it should be. The public well 
is starting to run dry and it is 
time that the men in government 
were made to realize it. My hat is 
off to the National Bass 


states: “Do not discharge 
firearms in or near campsites or 
over water. Better yet, leave 
your firearms at home,” and, 
“Guns have no place on canoe 
trips. Leave them home.” 

The message is abundantly 
clear: If you’re planning a canoe 
trip in these waters, don’t plan to 
bring any firearms along. It is not 
clear, however, whether it’s 
against the law to possess a 
firearm in a national forest. The 
truth? No such law exists. In¬ 
deed, national forests are a 
primary source of public hunting 
land in America. 

By simply advising sportsmen, 
through an official publication, 
that it’s not a good idea to bring 
along a firearm, shooting is ef¬ 
fectively discouraged. Although 
these anti-hunting suggestions 
are not legally binding, their 
impact is powerful. 

SENATE PASSES BLACK 
POWDER BILL 

Senator Bayh’s pro-shooter 
bill, S.1083, which lifts the 5- 
pound purchase limit on com¬ 
mercially manufactured black 
powder intended for sporting or 
cultural use — the latter 
referring to the cannon fire in 
Tchaikovsky’s 1812 Overture, for 



The bill’s major opponents, 
Senators Edward Kennedy and 
Jacob Javits, both outspoken 
opponents of firearms ownership 
and use, lost on a motion to 
recommit the bill to the Senate 
Judiciary Committee by a vote of 
76-14, thus virtually assuring 
passage of the legislation. 

The bill now goes before the 
House, and will be referred to the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
where no action is presently 
planned. It is in the House area 
that black powder shooters 
should be concerned from here on 
out.

Potential Taxpayers Revolt 


FIRESTONE'S NEW TOWN & 
COUNTRY P.E.

A great concern to some 
members of the Legislature is the 
potential taxpayer’s revolt being 
caused by runaway real property 
tax. 

In many states, the threat of 
such revolt has had a positive 
affect on legislation being passed 
with the sole intent of reducing 
property taxes. It seems to be a 
legislative trend that is spreading 
far and wide and conceivably 
might affect the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in the near 
future. 

In discussion with the House 
Chairman of the Committee on 
Taxation, James A. O’Brien (D- 
Fall River), I have tried hard to 
persuade him that consideration 
must be given to a form of 
“circuit breaker” system that 
cuts in with relief when property 
taxes climb past specified per¬ 
centages of income. 

For example, I have submitted 
a theoretical percentile chart 


would become eligible for 
deductions providing relief in the 
form of credit against the State 
Income Tax. 

I cannot report any concrete 
success to date with this par¬ 
ticular plan, however, there has 
been a sense of interest on the 
part of the taxation experts and 
hopefully some form of the 
“circuit breaker” tax will be 
given serious consideration when 
the Legislature meets in 1974. 

All 50 states now offer some 
form of relief from property 
taxes but I find that 
Massachusetts and one other 
state are at the bottom of the list 
providing only restrictive 
homestead exemptions for 
homeowners at age 70. I 
recognize this as one of the most 
serious considerations the 
Legislator must contemplate and 
I will continue to press for the 
Commonwealth’s rightful role in 
recognizing the need for property 
tax relief and for its greater 
participation in the cost of 
education. 


averaging 7% of the 
homeowner’s net income to 
designate that area which would 
serve as the ceiling for property 
tax payment. In other words, a 
property tax owner with a real 
property tax bill of $815 and 
having a net income of $10,000, 
would be required to pay only 
$700. The Commonwealth would 
make up the difference in lost tax 
revenue to the community with 
distribution earmarked solely for 
educational purposes. 

I feel that you would, therefore, 
provide property tax relief for the 
homeowner, satisfactorily aid the 
needy elderly and simultaneously 
enable the Commonwealth to 
participate to a greater extent in 
the burden of the cost of 
education which is a primary 
responsibility, in my opinion, on 
the part of the Commonwealth. 
The same system of “circuit 
breaker” could also apply fairly 
to renters whereby a percentage 
of the annual rental payment is 
counted as property tax and

Westbank Earnings 
Advance 


Earnings for the Western Bank 
and Trust Company for the first 
six months ending June 29, 1973, 
advanced approximately 26% 
over the same period a year ago, 
according to William A. Franks, 
Jr., president. The bank reported 
960 per share for the period 
compared with 760 per share for 
the comparable period in 1972 on 
106,260 shares outstanding. 

At a recent meeting of the 
Board of Directors, it was voted 
to increase the quarterly 
dividend from 50 per share to 7- 
1/20 per share. On an annual 
basis, this amounts to an increase 
from 200 to 300 and is within the 
guidelines as prescribed by the 
Presidential Committee on In¬ 
terest and Dividends.
